It has become axiomatic 
in the U.N. that im any 
matter concerning the 
Arabs and Israel alone 
there shall be only “quiet 
diplomacy,” because it is 
argued that no Arab ruler 
can afford to make a pub- 
lic move favourable to 
Israel. This is a dangerous 
attitude, for by now Arab 
leaders feel that hostility | 
towards Israel is actually 
expected of them, not on- 
ly among the Arabs, but 
even in the U. N., and in 
this way progress towards | 
peace may well have been 
actually delayed. But there 
is no excuse for viewing 
the recent incidents in 
Egypt in the same man- 
ner, for what is involved | 
there is the freedom of 
shipping in general, and 
no specific quarrel be- 
tween Egypt and Israel. 
There was no question 
here of Egypt holding up 
cargoes it chose to desig- 
nate as “strategic ma- 
terials for a hostile coun- 
try,” such as oil shipments 
to Israel, but cargoes of 
cement similar ma- 
terials * way to 
Japan or Ceylon, in ves- 
sels not flying the Israel 
flag.
